MINIMUM EXPORT PRICES FOR SILVERED 
MICA CAPACITOR PLATES

1. E.xport of Strip Mica Cut Plates, breadth of 
which is not more than 1 j3rd of the length 
shall be allowed at FOB price equal ua 
FIVE HALF TIMF.S the price applicable 
to STC SIZE and variety of mica used in 
the manufacture of the exported product 
without any thickness premiiun. 

Mica Strips 15" & longer in widths of 1" 
TLT 2" (.t 2 " V itp, the prices arc left to be 
settled between the buyers and sellers pro¬ 
vided, however, that these prices shall not 
be less than the corrcspond'ng grade prices 
such as OOEES, OEES', etc. as the case 
may be.
